Today's ceremony is one of great significance to all connected 
with Sacramento State College. With the laying of the corner- 
stone, the college moves one step closer to its most prominent 
dream—a campus of its own. 

Founded in 1947, Sacramento State has been sharing the 
campus of Sacramento Junior College. SSC also occupies three 
leased annexes near the Junior College campus. As the college 
has grown the necessity of having a campus for Sacramento 
State has become more and more pressing. There are now 2122 
full and part-time students enrolled at SSC, and the college has 
a full-time administration, faculty and non-academic staff num- 


bering 141 and 28 part-time instructors. Present plans call for 
a “great migration” to the new campus in time for the spring 
semester, Students. staff, faculty, and administrators are all 
looking forward to this great event which will be a culmination 
in part of the years of plans, arrangements, and work that have 
made it possible 

It is to all those in the college's history who have had a part 
in the new campus and in particular to Dr, Guy A. West, pres- 
dent. and Dr. F. Blair Mayne, executive dean. that this Corner- 
stone Laying edition of the Honxer is respectfully dedicated 
by the editor and the staff

In establishing Sacramento State College within the metro 
politan area of Sacramento. careful attention was given to the 
problem of locating it so that it would be readily accessible 
to the largest number of people. Its location on the eastern 
edge of the city along the American River places it as near the 


center of population of the metropolitan area as is possible 


It was anticipated, when its campus site was chosen, that a 
large percentage ot the total Sacramento State enrollment would 
come from the metropolitan area. It likewise has been antici 
pated that the college would not only serve its students, but 
the public as well. No college can achieve its true purposes it 
its services are limited to those who enroll as students. It owes 
something to the community about i and to the public school 
system. The nature of the services and the extent thereot would 
be difficult to describe in detail but the college is making a 
considerable contribution of a cultural nature in many direc 


tions and in many respects 


The campus has been so planned as to make possible masi- 
mum contributions along these lines Ultimately. it is planned 
to have such facilities as an auditorium, a Little Theater, a 
concert hall, and other facilities in the fine arts. practical arts 
and humanities, as well as in the sciences and the social sciences 
In choosing a campus, care has been exercised to insure that 
there will be ample campus space tor the growth of the institu 
tion as it undertakes to serve the community. the state. and

As soon as the finishing touches are given to the buildings. the college will move trom 


porary structures 
its present location on and near the Sacramento Junior College campus. Present plans call tor a migra 


tion in time for the second semester. The temporary structures were built to speed the migration, With- 


out those buildings, the permanent facilities would have to remain unused for a minimum of three 


vears until additional permanent buildings are completed 
Funds have been provided by the state legislature for further permanent facilities. Sever il of these 


biildings are TOW bye Wig designe d and will probably be t\ iil ible for use about 1939 
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The present permanent buildings will be used at first tor some of the activities whic h ultimately wall

go into buildings vet to be constructed. The temporary buildings will house miuasic dramatices. physical 


education. art. and additional faculty offices. The drama unit is designed to be used also as an outdoor 
theater
